A Resolution for the Annexation 


of Hawaii is Introduced 


in the House. 


WASIIISGTON, May 4.-Quite unex- 


pectedly a brie! but sharp debate was 
precipitated in the senate today on the 
income tax proposition. Tbe resolution 
proposing an amendment to the consti- 
tution ol tbe United BtatoB in relation to 
tho succession to the Presidency *as 
nnder discussion. Mr. Mills o! T«ae 
proposed au amendment in the form of 
s new section intended to authorize con- 
gress to levy a tax on income 
form as to meet the requirements ol tbe 
decision ol tbe supreme court, 
sharply criticised for .endcavorini; to 
place such a rider on a resolution which 
practically all Senators favored, but 
stood his ground and insisted upon a 
vote on his ameudment. Tho amend- 
ment WB3 defeated, 32 to 29, all tbe Re 
publicans voting against tbe amendment 
and all the Democrats except Mr. Caf- 
lery of Ixjuisana, together with the Pop- 
uliatB and Silver ItepublicanB voting in 
favor of it.

reads as follows: 
"In all cafes not provided for by ar- 


ticle 2, clause iif'.li ol the constitution 
where there is no person entitled to Jie- 
charse the duties ol tbo President, tbe

The people oi Fiesno, unlike ibe un- 


reReneratos, do not preler darkness to 
light. In fact, since the Otty TriMten. 
decided to discontinue during the sum- 
mer the li.btinn ol the city, business 
men, tax-payers «nd all citiiens were a 
unit in (morion the continuance ol the 
electric street lights in one way or an- 
other. The sentiment against leaving 
the city iu utter darkness during Ibe 
summer so that the person returning 
home at night was in daneer ot the loot- 
pad's gun or the tbng's eimlbag, has 
been strong and freely expressed. 


It was with reluctance that the City 


Trustees voted to Ibnt off tbe lights, 
and it is believed that at the next meet- 
ini! something will be done so that the 
city may not be in darkness. It is un- 
derstood that the street committee, re- 
alizing the disfavor with which the 
proposition to dispense with lights was 
received, and also realizing the urgency 
ol having the cily properlr illuminated, 
are considering the matter and will 
probablv report Borne measure thai will 
be natisieciory alike to the Board of 
Trustees and the electric company. 


Yesterday a BEPDHLICAN reporter ob- 


tained tbe opinions of a number of rep- 
resentative citizens and heavy taxpay- 
ers on the subject, and without an ex- 
ception all eaid, "Let there he light."

These 305 miles of road, together 
with the eighty-sis intlee to be built 
from Stockton west to Point Richmond, 
are security for the *6,0000.00p bonds 
the company has eold to the Hellman 
syndicate oi thin city. The system out 
of this city into and through the Ban 
Joaqain valley will embrace 391 miles, 
and the bonded debt per mile will be in 
round numbers $15,000.

It must be remembered that of the 


money obtained by the sale ol the »b,- 
000,000ol bonds only *J,000,000 has so 
far beenepsnt. The remaininK}4,000,000 
in round numbers, will be nsed to build 
the road from Stockton to Point Bich- 
tnoud and then to ballast tbe entire sys- 
tem with travel and rock, build many 
sidetracks, make additional station im 
provemenlssndpnrchsse rolling stock 
Ballasting alone will cost ,1000a mile, 
or a total of about $400.000.

WASHINGTON, Mmy 4.—It is expected 


that the extraordinary expenditures tor 
the army and .navy on account of the 
war for the flrjt six months of the com- 
ing fiscal year will make the general de- 
ficiency appropriation bill, now being 
held In the house committee on appro 
nilatlona, reach an aggregate of about 
(120,000,000. 


This Is the rough calculation of Chair- 


man Cannon, assuming that all theee 
expenditures will be provided for in a 
[ingle deficiency bill Instead of earlier 
separate bills. The general deficiency 
bill haa been ready for report from the 
committee to the house for several daya, 
and will not now be reported until juat 
before the adjonrnment of congress, 
which many of the leaders of tbelhouae, 
including Chairman Dlngleyol the waya 
and means committee, and Chairman 
Cannon of the anpropriations committee, 
believe will be reached about the middle 
of next month. 
Between now and then the war de- 


partment will submit its war estimates 
for the flrat part of the next fiacal year, 
covering expenditurea to be made until 
a month after congreaa reconvened. On 
the basis of a rough reckoning of the 
needs of the service and in the light ol 
the present aitualion, something over 
tSO.OOO.OOO la expected to be aaked for 
the army, principally for pay, tranapor- 
tation, eubaietance, etc., and the eati- 
matee for the extraordinary expendit- 
urea for the half year, together with 
other eatlmatea that may be added to 
the $ 14,000,000 already in ia expected to 
make np that total.

Again, 
ho tolls ot tho bozoar, a "rod, dusty, 
brittle aud light stone," which is takeu 
from tho body of some animal and is in- 
ftllliblo against melancholy. Ho credits 
Queen Efetboth with wearing u bozoar, 
and Oharles V had four of tiiem. 
The 


four rings, however, of most historical 
interest wore those presented by Ponn 
Innocent to King John. Tho monarch 
•was urged to note with extrenio carl 
tboshapo ot tho rings, tboir number, 
color nud matter. Tho number 4, being 
n square, typilled firmness of mind, fix- 
ed steadfastly on tho four cardinal vir- 
tues:. Tho bluo color of tho sapphire de- 
noted faith, tho green of tho emerald 
hope, tho crinlfiou of tho ruby charily 
aud tho splendor of tho topaz good 
works. Tho rings themselves represent- 
ed eternity, with neither beginning nor 
end. Gold, which was tho matter, and, 
according to Solomon, tho most precious 
of metals, signified wisdom, more to bo 
desired than riches aud power.—Chica- 
go Record.

FaoiBh Tticiu Except For Vajrancy. 
The board of freoholdore of Somerset 


county, N. J., has takou a siugolnr 
ataiid an tho trump nnisaiico, consider- 
ing tbo foot tbitt tho Ronorul teudonoy 
of other county officials ia to enforce 
conditions that will tend to drivo wan- 
derers from their bailiwicks. Tho only 
punishment that Somerset county baa 
for tramps is incarceration lii the county 
jail for terms rniigiug from 80 days to 
Biz month* 


Thia has been the practice for years, 


with the result of having a number of 
vagranti to support all the time at 
county's expense, with no perceptible 
relief from their nuisance. The expense 
of this custom boa agitated the rural 
precinct to the extent that the board of 
freeholders has ordered that no more 
tramps bo sent to tho county jail at tbe 
county's ospotiso unless thoy ore guilty 
of some crimfi other than viigrnnoy.

tive exemption frum iliis sourco of ex-
